In round figures the expense 
was estimated at 63,039,000/, and the provision made was for 
66,700,000/. Thus, the excess of the provision made was sume- 
what more than the excess of the expenditure already voted in 
the present session. So far, therefore, as regards ihe money 
market there will be no demand whatever, as has generally been 
expected, in relation to the current year :—the expenditure of 
next year will alone require to be provided for; and already 
towards that, the additional taxes imposed in the last year, 
amounting to 10,000,000/, will be available. 

There is another fact not less important which has been brought 
to light. After all the talk that bas taken place in relation to the 
insidious increase of the national debt under Mr Gladstone's 
management, it now.turns out that both the fauded and unfunded

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debts have undergone considerable reductions. In January, 1853, 
the unfunded debt in Exchequer bills stood at 17,742,0002; in 
1855" it stood at 17,183,000/; and including Exchequer bonds 
issued in anticipation of revenue, it stood at 22,783,000/. In 
January, 1853, the funded debt stood at 761,622,704/, and in 
1855 at 752,258,272/. Thus, taking the Exchequer bills and the 
unfunded debt together, we find a reduction of dent in two years 
of 8,923,932/. And even if we go the length of deducting the 
bonds issued last year in anticipation of taxes, we have still a net 
reduction of debt amounting to 3,323,932/. It thus appears in 
whatever form we regard the state of the public debt, itis in a more 
favourable position than it stood a year before the commencement 
of the war; and it is, no doubt, in great measure owing to the 
careful management of the resources of the country which has 
produced this effect, that we are indebted for the favourable con- 
dition in which the public fands stand at this mcment.

Theu 
it is said that the option of stamping papers, and the consequent 
differenc: which will exist between portions of te same impression ; 
of a paper, part being stamped and part not, will lead to great 
practical inc venience in conducting the busiuess of a newspa 
per; but the best answer to this allegation is, that already there 
are upwards of a hundred ciass newspapers (as they are called) 
which are conducted on this plan, the managers of which state 
that no sach inconvenience is experienced. And lastly, it is said, 
that as oustamped newspapers will be cheaper papers they will 
necessarily be worse papers, and that the character und inflaeuce 
of the press will be injured by being relieved of the penny tax. 

At first sight it may appear unaccountable that a trade sub- 
jected to a tax upon its production should object to its removal. 
But this is not new. It generally happens that those eugaged iu 
a trade, having themselves made arrangements in respect to | 
existing restrictious, regard them in the light of a protection | 
rather than, as they always really are, an impediment to their | 
business. hey dread their removal in apprehensin of the new | 
competition which will follow. Instances of this kind of a | 
familiar kind readily present themselves. When Sir Rober: | 
Walpole first proposed to Parliament the privilege of the boudin | 
system, he was defeated by the influence of the London merchan 
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with capital sufficiently to advance the duties at the time of 
importation. They dreaded the competition of smaller capitalists, 
to whom the bonding system would offer new means of extending 
their trade. When Mr Huskisson, in reply to the complaints of 
the shipbuilders of his day, offered to give a drawback upon 
timber used in building ships, they entirely rejected the offer, les: 
it should Jet in fresh competition. hen the Government re- 
moved the excise duty upon caligé-printing, it was chiefly at the 
instance of the spinners of the yarn and the weavers of the 
cloth, while many of the printers advocated the tax, from the 
modified monopoly which the necessary command of capital gave 
them in their trade. When the repeal of the beer duty was pro- 
posed, it was not a favourite measure among brewers, and no one 
has heard of maltsters supporting a repeal of the malt daty. He 
might cite many other examples. The last is the present effort 
of the proprietors of newspapers to maintain a tax upon their 
production—avowedly, as many of them have the candour to ad- 
mit, to prevent a greater competition than now exists,/ — 

They insist upon maintaining the penny tax. Buvtif it is to be 
maititained as a tax, let it fairly be put on that footing. There 
can be no possible reason for charging a tax upon a paper which 
does not go through the post, without charging the same tax upon 
& paper which does go through the post, True, at present all are 
stamped. Bat in one case it is as a tax contributing an inde- 
pendent revenue,—in the other case it is the price of a service 
performed. If newspapers are to be taxed, then let the tax of 
one penuy attach to all alike, and let the postage of one penny 

ttach to those which, in addition to the privilege of publication, 
use the privilege of the post also. Either let all papers be 
stamped in respect to their publication, and let those who 
use the post pay for it in addition, or Jet no papers 
be stamped in respect to their publication, and those only 
which pass through the post pay in respect to that 
service. The penny stamp is either a tax iu respect to the publi- 
cation of a newspaper or itis not. [f it is, all papers should be 

| stamped, and those which pass through the post should pay for 
the service independent of the tax :—if it is not, but is regarded 
as a postal charge, then nothiug can be clearer than the claim 
which those papers have to be relieved of the tax which do not 

| use the Post-office. Although we have a uniform penny postage 


|| for letters, whether passing from one street to another, or from 


London to Orkney, what would be thought of a proposition to 


| stamp equaliy letters sent by hand from house to house, and those 
| passing through the post ? 


If, then, a penny stamp is to be re- 
tained as a tax upon all newspapers in respect to the privilege of 
publication, then let auother penny be charged upon those 


| which, iu addition to that privilege, are sent through the post. 
| If the stamp be viewed as a question of revenue, no reply 


can be given to this proposition: —-if it is not to 
viewed as a revenue question, no excuse can be made 
for charging postage when the Post-office is not used. To 
say that the penny on the whole is a fair average charge for the 
papers which use the post, is as rational as to say that the starv-

With very 
little care sach an arrangement might be made, which would 
eutirely remove this objection, and which would again tend 
farther to secure the reveuue from loss. 

We venture, however, to make these recommendations without 
any expectation that they will remove the opposition to the 
measure, but becanse we believe they will make it more perfect 
for its ubject—the easy and cheap diffusion of literatare. Nothing 

_ will remove the opposition which has been raised against the bill 
_ by the press, while the option of stamping, or not, remains. It is 
the old story. It is the dread of competition from young and 
evergetic rivals. It is the same want of self-reliance which 
sctuated the farmers to oppose the repesl of the corn laws, the 
colouist the equalisation of the sugar duties, the shipowner the 
repeal of the navigation laws; in short, it is the ques- 
tion of protection in its old shape and form. Why does not 
Mr Balt or Sir John Tyrell disiater from the columns of the 
leadiug journals some of the abusive epithets which were so 
freely used for years towards the monopolists in corn, butter, 
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and beasts, and direct them against the monopolists in ink and 
type? [f, after Parliament, with the assistance of the press, has 
succeeded in extending to every other interest “* unrestricted com. 

ition,” it succambs to the press itself, and leaves it standing 
alone “ the protected of restrictions,” it will exhibit a melancholy 
and humiliated spectacle. No one will be so far imposed upon, 
as really to believe that the whole merit and virtue of our press 
are derived from the penny stamp which appears at the corner of 
each copy of a newspaper. 





THE POSITION OF PRUSSIA, 

Tue two statesmanlike speeches of Lord Lyndhurst and Lord 
Clarendon on Tuesday evening in relation to the policy of Prus. 
sia, will be read with great interest at home and will produce 
no slight sensation in Germany, Neither the Prussian people 
nor the Prussian Government will, we hope, be able to peruse 
them without pain and shame. The remarks of Lord Lyndhurst 
were characterised by his usual lucid strength, and, while his 
and high reputation entitled him to speak with authority, his 
freedom from party ties and official reserve enabled him to speak 
with all the uomeasured sternness which the case deserved. Nor, 
if we take into account the position occupied by Lord Clarendon, 
and the check upon the complete expression of his sentiments. 
which diplomatic customs and high office inevitably impose upon 
any one holding the seals of the Foreign Office,—was his language 
ove whit less severe than that of the ex-Chancellor, 

The position which Prussia now fills in the eyes of Europe is 
pitiable in the extreme; and though we may feel compassion for 
a gallant people dragged through so much dirt by an unworthy 
Court, for the Court itself it is difficult to entertain any other sen- 
timent than thet of the most profound disgust. The policy of 
that Government, indeed, as Lord Lyndhurst stated, has for 
generations been the same—almost uniformly slippery, selfish,. 
ann overreaching. Prussia has risen from the position of a simple 
and not very important Electora‘e, to that of one of the five great 
powers of Europe. She has secured this rapid advance in the 
course of little more than a century, by a dexterous mixture of 
the most unscrupulous acts of diplomacy and the most unprin- 
cipled deeds of rapine. She seized Silesia from Austria ; she sug- 
gested the partition of Poland, and secured one of the largest por- 
tions for herself; she accepted Hanover from Napoleon as the 
price of joining bis fortunes; she accepted a part of Saxony from 
the Allies as the price’of des-rting him ;—and thus sometimes 
robbing, sometimes bargaining, sometimes intriguing, she has 
coutrived to stretch her dominious from the Vistula to the Rhine, 
She has now tv leara that this policy may be carried too far ; that 
a decision may be delayed too long; that selfishness may over- 
reach itself ; that subtle intrigues may be unmasked by a vigorous 
pen and broken through by a resolute will. She is beginning to 


find that she has trifled with us ‘a little too long, and tried our | 


forbearance a little too far. 
“From the commencement of the Eastern dispute, she has uni- 


formly acted as became the tool, the friend, the vassal of the | 


Czar, while pretending to b- the ally and co-operator of the 
Westeru Powers. 
effectually in the opposite camp thau in his own. Two objects 
were all importaut to the purposes of the Emperor of Russia :— 
to foster disunion in Germany, so as to be able to extend his 
influence over it; and to delay by every means In his power any 
vigorous decision of Austria against him. Both these objects 
Prussia has served with zeal and efficacy. 


by counter propositions; she has interposed every practicable 
obstacle towards prompt federal action ; and she has not been 
sorry to pursue her own sinister designs as the rival of Austria 
for supremacy in Germany at the some moment that she was 
furthering the objects of the Czar, and thereby purchasing his 
assistance for her own. Ia proportion, too, as Austria showed & 
more aud more firm determination to embrace the cause of the 
Allies, as soon as she could feel secure against the hostile intrigues 
and secret env.ity of Prassia,—in that ratio did Frederick William 
show increasing unwillingness to tie his hands by any positive 
and satisfactory eugagements of active assistance or sincere ncu- 
trality. He signed one important treaty, indeed, but as soon as he 
was seriously summoned to ac: in accordancé with its provisions, 
he refused to do so—alleging that the contemplated contingency 
had not arisen. At length the three Allies, weary of the vacilla- 
tion and indignant at the opposition of a perfidious confederate, 
signed the treaty of December 2 without Prussia; and thus virtually 
excluded her from future conferences, until she should prove ber 
title to readmission by a manly and intelligible declaration © 
the course she meant to pursue. They still left it open to her 
to become a party to that treaty and a participator in the great 
Europeau effort to do justice or restore whenever she 
might choose; but they intimated to her, in plainer 
than diplomatists are accustomed to employ, but far milder than 
her aggravated insincerity deserved, that they could no longer 
allow a partisan of Russia to take par: in proceedings of which 
the object was the punishment of Russian . 

Alter the debate on Tuesday we can no longer doubt that this 
decision will be adhered to.

| and compared to the average of the five preceding years, 1849-53 


inclusive, was 1,535,872 qrs. Now, in the falling off in 1854 as 
compared to 1853, Russia appears for 995,456 qrs; but there are 
other countries, with which we are not at war, from which the im- 
ports have also declined. ‘Thus, Prussia appears in the total de- 
cline for 448,790 qrs, and it might have been expected that some 
ofthe produce of Russia should have found its way hither from 
Prussia; France appears for 489,530 ‘qrs, the Italian States for 
119,808 qrs, Wallachia and Moldavia for 441,001 qrs, Egypt for 
54,160 qrs, Denmark and the Duchies for 70,847 qrs, and British 
North America for 104,600 qrs. From several countries there is 
an increase. Under the rubric “ other countries,” those not 
enumerated, and including Sweden, from which the supplies, pro- 
bably of Russian growth, were increased, there came 466,699 qrs 
in 1854 more tvan in 1853; from the United States there came 
314,739 qrs more; from the Hanse Towns, 115,478 qrs more ; and 
from other parts of Germany, 2,115 qrs more in 1854 than in 
1853. Those figures may show the disturbance which took place 
in the grain trade in consequence of the war, but they also show 
that other causes—such as the scanty harvest in France in 1853 
and the abundant harvest in the United States—were very iu- 
fluential. 

Now, confining our attention to the wheat trade alone, includ- 
ing the flour, the total of the quantities imported and reported as 
sold in the towns together were in 1853 10,796,772 qrs, and 
in 1854 8,386,342 qrs, thus distributed :—

A recuction in 1854 as against 1853 of 2,410,430 qrs, nearly one- 
fifth, of which 647,655 qrs is in the quantities sold, and 
1,762,775 qrs in the quantities imported. Of course the decline 
iu the quantities sold is to be considered rather as an indication of 
the degree of the decline in the home-growth than an expression of 
the total decline, which would appear, according to these figures, to 
have been about one-seventh. But when we examine the returns 
month by month of the quantities sold, we find that in the last 
four months of 1854 there were sold 2,059,716 qrs, against 
1,492.586 gra in the same period in 1853. This indicates the ex- 
cess of the harvest of 1854; and it appears that in the first eight 
months of that year, while we were living on the harvest of 1853, 
the quantity sold was only 1,853,543 qrs, against 3,067,326 qrs 
sold in the tirst eight months of 1853, or only three-fifths as 
much. Itis abundantly plain, therefore, that our own bad barvest 
of 1853 bad more influence over the very high average price of 
1854 than any deficiency in the foreign imports. 

_ In truth, as we have frequently stated, there was no falling off 
io the foreign supplies in 1854 till the latter months of the year, 
when our own harvest prospects began to influence prices. 
While the average price of January and February was 80s 54d, it 
was only 683 4d in July and August. The average for the first 
eight months of 1854 was 76s 74d, and for the last four 
mouths, 643 43d. At the former prices we drew supplies from 
all the world ; the latter—the consequence of our own excelleat 
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harvest—were lower than Repco in most other countries, and 
theu our imports declined. hen we had so much of our own 
growth, we had no right to receive so much of other people’s 
growth, and accordingly we actually did not receive it. Over the 
corsa trade, therefore, of 1854, our own harvests of 1858 and 1854 
exercised, as might be expected, a more important influence than 
any other single circumstance. 





THE CONDITION OF VICTORIA. 


We hope it will not be inferred, from the brief reference made in 
the Honse of Commons on Tuesday to the new constitution pro- 
posed for the colony of Victoria, that any such measure can be a 
remedy, except at some very remote period, for the evils now 
immediately pressing on the colony. Mr Lowe briefly described the 
state of affairs as ‘“‘only to be called, in fact, by the name of 
“ civil war. A difference having arisen,” he said, ‘‘ between the gold 
‘‘ diggers and the Government, it was found expedient to send 
‘a body of Her Majesty's troops to the Ballarat diggings. The 
‘gold diggers encamped themselves in a stockade, where they 
‘were attacked by the troops early in the morning. Several 
‘“‘ volleys were fired; one officer was dangerously wounded, and 
“ three privates killed; 30 of the diggers were left dead upon the 
“ spot, and many others had since died of their wounds. Already 
* the Colonial Government had fallen into contempt ; the popular 
“ feeling in Victoria was with the rebellion of the diggers, and 
“public meetings were held to sympathise with their proceed- 
“ings.” It does not appear from the papers we have seen that 
the Government was almost at the mercy of the mob, as stated 
by Mr Lowe; on the contrary, the insurrection, for it was a 
real insurrection, in which the diggers, organised into companies 
and protected by a rude fortification, measured themselves with 
Her Majesty's troops, but were defeated with the loss men- 
tioned by Mr Lowe and dispersed—one of the ringleaders having 
escaped, another having been captured—when the people returned 
to their accustomed work, and order was restored. The outbreak 
began by the diggers refusing to renew their licenses, but, ac- 
cording to the latest accounts we have seen, they had renewed 
their licenses in considerable numbers, and great activity per- 
vaded the whole of the gold-fields. At the same time, the evil— 
the disordered condition of the colony—bas its origin wholly in 
financial regulations, and cannot wait the slow and dilatory pro- 
cess of amendment by a new constitution. 


It is, indeed, true that the diggers—the highest-taxed people on 


the face of the earth, each of whom pays to the Government for || 
the privilege of labouring 18/ a year, though he is not sure of || 
gaining a sixpence—complain that they have no share in the re- | 
presentation, while the squatters and the citizens, who send mem- | 


bers to the Legislative Council, dispose of their money ; but the 
cessation of the enormous extravagance we have already pointed 
out cannot be delayed till a new constitution be framed and set to 


work. On the spot the people feel this. They have demanded | 


and obtained the dismissal of the Colonial Secretary, the chief 


adviser of the Government—they have procured a commission | 
to be sent to the diggings to inquire into the condition and | 


grievances of the diggers, and the work of economy is begun. 
The new Colonial Secretary, Mr Haines, has at once consented to 
begin it by revising the estimates and expenditure for 1855, 
and, though the pruning knife, as far as we can judge, has 
not been half vigorously enough applied, a commencement has 
been made. At the date of the last despatches the Legislative 
Council had adjourned to give the new Secretary time to make the 
necessary arrangements; but an instant reduction of expenditure, 
and the suspension of numberless extravagant Government 
schemes, are too urgent to wait for advice or directions from 
home, and can and must be accomplished by authority on the 
spot. 

In our former notices of the extra dinary expenditure of the 
colony we assamed—from a previous statement made by a colonial 
paper, that the population was at the beginning of the year 
270,000—that it might now be about 300,000; and our illustra- 
tions of the financial system introduce d rested on that assumption. 
We have now. however, from the Melbourne Argus of December 
23, an analysis of the census taken in April. it is as follows: —

A population of only 232,872 persons, which includes an im- 
mense proportion of officials, though it also includes a compara- 
tively small proportion of children and women, to be called on to 
bear an expenditure of upwards of 4,800,000/, or, supposing 
that no portion of the revenue derived from the sale of land 
(1,300,000/) is contributed by them, and comes from the wealth of 
England and other countries, 3.500,000/, is out of allreason. De- 
ducting the price of the land sales, the sum required to be 
raised from the people by taxes for the service of 1855 was 
3,500,000, or at the rate of upwards of 15/.a head. The Govern- 
ment has, however, found from the insurrection, that such a 
scheme of expenditure and taxation—though the objects contem- 
plated by it are,in the eyes of the members of the Government, 
and in the eyes of those who would everywhere have the welfare 
of the people, even to the minutest particular, promoted by the 
action of Government,most laudable—is ruinous,and cannot be car- 
ried out. Accordingly, a reform has been commenced. The expen- 
diture is to be contracted ; some of the projects are to be given 
up; the diggers are to be consulted in some degree ; and we 
hope that order will be maintained, now it is restored. But to 
attain this end, the Government must become convinced that its 
own measures, involving a necessity for such an enormous expen- 
diture and consequent oppressive taxation, are the real causes of 
the public disorders. lf it continue to follow the advice of the 
men who urge it to regulate and improve society by innumerable 
schemes, it will bring the colony very speedily to rain.

CONFIDENCE OR MISTRUST. 


TxoveH we should appear to make a strange or even 4 para- 
doxical assertion, we must state and direct attention to the fact 
for the sake of an important inference, that all trade, though it 
flourishes by competition, implies confidence if it be not based on 
confidence. Of all articles in packages of any kind, bought and 
sold by sample, or without sample, the buyer must trust the seller. 
Almost all foreign trade, and much trade which is not foreign, is 
carried on by agency or by correspondents, and all the agents 
and correspondents are trusted persons. All the great transac- 
tions in all markets are completed by means of factors or brokers,

in whom the most implicit confidence is placed, So, in the great’ 
business of production, if the farmer could not trust his plough. 


men, the engineer his foremen and artisans, the mannfacturer ' 


his overlookers and his spinners, the work could not be carried on, 
and there would be little or nothing to be exchanged. Dr Chalmers 
was so struck by the confidence that exists between traders, 
particularly when living in different countries—the producer in 
the United States or in the Brazils, trasting his property to the 
merchants of Liverpool or London whom he has never seen, and 
feeling as much assured of its safety as if it were in its own k3ep- 
ing—that he described it in one of his sermons as one of the most 
gratifying and heroic features he could find in human na- 
ture. It almost made the preacher, distrustful by education, 
theory, and habit, give up all his predilections, and believe that 
human nature was really worthy of human confidence. What 
struck him, however, as so remarkable and heroic in the ex. 
treme case of a foreigner consigning his goods without doubt 
or hesitation to the merchants of a distant country, to which he 
is an alien, perhaps an enemy, believing them to be in the safest 
of all custody, is, as we have remarked, indispensable in all 
trade. Without it trade cannot flourish, aud wherever it ig 
wholly absent trade withers and dies. 

An opposite principle is the basis of political contrivance, 
They are all founded on mistrust. If man had no suspicion of 


man, he would not arm himself against his neighbour ; nor would | 


he seek to make alliance with other men for defence, nor scheme 


how he could add by organisation to individual strength. He | 
would not, according to the old fable, offer his back to the | 


saddle and his mouth to the bridle if he were not full of mistrust. 


Political society is based on the opposite principle to confidence, | 


and Sovereigns and Statesmen owe all their power to the general 
belief that human nature is unworthy to be trusted. 

It is, however, a fact, that trade of all kinds, in spite of the 
restraints and the opprobrium cast on it by those whose power 


is based on mistrust, is everywhere growing and increasing ; and, | 


it is making confidence between men, though the very reverse effect 
has generally been ascribed to it, more and more general tnrough- 
out society. Restrictions to guard against deceit, regulations to 
insure a close attention to duty, checks to imprison men within 
certain forms, meant only to secure honesty, which Sutterly 
destroy efficiency, are becoming less and less iu accordance with 


the life of modern and trading society. The very principle on which | 
political society is formed begins to appear at variance withefficient |

often ‘at a vast distance from each other, acting for their mutual 
advantage, though very often not knowing of each other’s existence, 
and the continual failure of the operations of Government, 
though involving fewer persons and a far less degree of co-ope- 
ration, cannot, fai!, we think, to direct public attention to the two 
different principles of confidence and mistrust in which the ope- 
rations of commerce and of Government are founded. The public 
will begin to perceive that there is something besides a mere dif- 
ference of persons—Tories or Whigs,—or difference of classes— 
aristocrats or democrats,—which lies at the bottom of the perpe- 
tual inefficiency, or we had almost said perpetual failure, of 
Government operations, and the very general efficiency and suc- 
cess of all the great operations of production and trade. The 
general snccess where confidence between man and man is the 
rule, and the general failure where mistrust is always acted on, 
can scarcely fail to overturn the too long accredited principle, that 
human nature must be mistrusted.

THE STATISTICAL ABSTRACT.—REVENUE AND 
TRADE TABLES. 


Tuxsx very useful tables of the revenue and expenditure, the im- 
orts and exports, the shipping, the coinage, the issues of the 
auk of England, of the popalation, &c., first collected and pub- 
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The contrast afforded by the success of the operations | 
of commerce, though carried on by great multitudes of men living | 
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lished in this form last year as the Statistical Abstract, 
are now published for 1854, and add it to the previous 
years. They are very useful, from: supplying, in one com- 
pact returv, information on all these topics for every year 
consecutively, enabling us to compare one year with ano- 
ther since 1810 inclusive. Some of the information they contain 
has not before been published, as, for exanple, the quantities of 
corn imported from different countries in 1854 (elsewhere re- 
ferred to), the coinage of 1854, Ge. ; but the bulk of the informa- 
tion has already been at successive periods, in some form or other, 
brought under the notice of the public. 

Of the net revenue given in the first table, for example, in 
1854, 56,737,133/, and the expenditure 59,946,192/, and the con- 
seqnent excess over income, 3,209,059/, the accounts appeared 
in the Economist ov February 3, at page 114 of the present 
volume, in the Aunual Balance Sheet. So the net amount of the 
several branches of the revenue which constitute the second table 
is to be found in our paper at page 9, except—and the difference 
ought to be noticed to avoid mist«kes—ihat the miscellaneous 
branches are given in that table in the lump as 780,568/, while 
in the Abstract they are given in detail, as duties ou pensions, 
Offices, &e., 2,3491; small branches and hereditary revenues, 
8,257/; surplus fees, regulated offices, 88,5677; and old stores, 
imprests, unclaimed dividends, 596,019/; and the total, instead of 
being 780,568/, is 695,192/, making the net amount of the 
revenue for 1854, as given above, 56,737,133/, not as stated 
in the ordinary revenue returns at page 9 of the Economist, 
56,822,509/.

No. 5, balancesin the Exchequer for each year, and the amount 
on January 5th, 1855, 6,015,613, has already been stated at p. 
115. No. 6 gives the capital of the national—debt funded{1854, 
752,258,2721, against 755,811,701/ in 1853; and unfunded debt, 
including 5,600,000/ of Exchequer bonds, 22,783,000/ in 1854, 
against 16.024,100/ in 1853. 

No. 7 states the quantities of the principal articles imported in 
the several years since 1840, and those for 1854, which are only 
the repetition, somewhat differently arranged, of the tables of im- 
ports for 1854, published in the Economist on the 24th ult. No. 
8 is an account of the quantities “ retained for home consumption,” 
and they differ slightly from the quantities in the tables already 
published as entered tor home cousumption, and are ascertained 
by deducting the quantities over-entered avd those exported 
subsequertly to the payment of duties from the quantities entered 
for home consumption, which are shown in other tables. To give 
one example, the total of sugar unrefined entered for home con- 
sumption in 1854, as appears from the tables at page 215 of the 
ECONOMIST, was 8,096,481 cwts, while the quantity retained for 
home consumption, as given in the Abstract, is 8,020,079 cwts—a 
difference of 76,402 cwts. By pointing out these differences and 
discrepancies in the different tables, »e shall probably guard some 
of our readers from committing trifling errors. 

No. 9 is a very full and detailed account of the different species 
of grain and flour and mea! imported, with the names of countries 
from which they came. Of part of the information supplied for 
1854 we have made use in another article. 

No. 10 states the quantities of cotton wool, and No. 11 the 
quantities of sheep’s wool, imported from different countries. 
From them it appears that since 1840 the smallest quantity of 
cotton imported was in 1841, 487,992,355 lbs; and the largest in 
1852, 929,782,448 los; and the smallest quantity of wool im- 
ported was in 1842, 45,881,639 lbs; and the largest in 1853, 
119,396,449 lbs. This includes Alpaca wool, which iu the Trade 
Tables is entered separately. The per centage increase of wool 
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imported, therefore, in the period has been greater than that of 
cotton. As these tables give some more detailed information 
than are supplied by the Board of Trade Tables concerning the 
sources of the supply of these two staples of our industry, we 
shall copy a part of them :—

No. 12 gives us the total declared value of our exports as al- 
ready published on the 24th ult, 97,092,3087; and No. 13 gives 
the distribution of these exports amongst the different countries 
of the world, but unfortunately it does not tell us as yet the dis- 
tribution in 1854. The information concerning 1853 we pub- 
lished in September last year, both on the 9th and 16th, and that 
for 1854 we are not likely to get, according to a note to the table, 
for some months. Till that be published, we mast remain in 
ignorance of the amount of our exports to each of the different 
countries to which they went last year. No. 14 informs us ofthe 
principal articles exported, as in the monthly and annual tables, 
though the arrangement is different. No. 15 belongs to the saine 
class, and is confined to the quantities of foreign and colonial 
merchandise exported, being the second of the tabies we generally 
publish. No. 16 we shall copy, as showing the rapid increase of 
our transit trade :—

From 1840 inclusive to the last year, the 
greatest amount of tonnage built and registered was 211,289 in 
that year, and the smallest 83,097 in 1843. Since the last-named 
year the tonnage built and registered went on successively increas- 
ing to 1853, when it reached 203,171; but last vear it was only

THE BACKWARD SPRING. 


AnoTuEr of those sudden changes by which the present year has 
been characterised has occurred in the past week. After the 
maby rains which succeeded the disappearance of frost, there was 
a short period of dry weather, which enabled many of our more 
active farmers to make some progress with their spring seeding. 
On Wednesday—the fast day—the weather was most brilliant, 
and, but for the untoward interruption occasioned by an ordained 
day of inaction, thousands of acres of spring corn would have 
been sown in the best manner. ‘This is an opportunity irrecover- 
ably lost, for on the following day a fall of sleet, saow, and rain 
occurred which has delayed seeding for some days, at the least,— 
in this now backward season a very serious delay. The price of 
corn has again advanced, arising in part probably from an im- 
pression which prevails that some of the growing crops, where 
not sufficiently covered with snow during the late intense frost, 
have been somewhat injured. From the high winds by which 
vearly every fall of suow we have had has been accompanied, 
though there were deep drifts round all the hedges and in the 
hollow parts cf most fields, all the exposed portions were in most 
cases quite bare of snow, and there the wheat appears to have 
been a good deal cut up. 

There are great ‘ears of scarcity of provender for stock, as the 
consumption of hay, straw, and roots has been unusually large 
throughout the winter, and there is no hope of any spring feed 
being ready for a long time to come. ‘ 

Where sheep have been under-fed, as in too many instances 18 
habitually the case, the breeding ewes are poor and their lambs 
weak ; but where well-fed, ewes and lambs have done remark- 
ably well, better in fact than in mild and moist seasons, Cattle 
have done well, and are remarkably free from disease, though 
not a few of the store cattle tell by their lean condition of short 
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commons. Full six weeks must elapse before any green food can 
be ready, and we apprehend there will soon be considerable 
difficulty in providing for the stock in the interval. 
Local reports in many cases still speak well of the wheat crop. 
Thus the Somersetshire report of the Mark Lane Express says :— 
We may as yet report favourably of the wheat plant. Tne winter beans 
have suffered more, and do not look so well; sowing spring ones are about & 
month later than usual; the land worke well, and they are wellin, Barley 
and oats, if not too wet, will go in well. Clover is also very backward. Our 
fine meadows, ueually so much improved by floods, have hitherto been without 
that benefit, and are not expected to be so good in consequence. April nurse- 
| ries and Talevera spring wheats are now in demand. There will be a consi- 
derabdle quantity, but not equal to last year, put in during the spring. During 
the frost a great deal of wheat and barley was threshed, and the mows have 
quickly disappeared. A large quantity of wheat has been drained from the 
interior to the coast, instead of the stream of foreign that used to take a 
reverse direction ; and, from its being so well sustained, it is evident our crops 
of wheat must have been good. 


And the majority of reports are to the same effect. As yet the 
reports adverse to the wheat crops are the exceptions, but the 
recent retura of cold winds and frosts is not favourable. 





ITALIAN RYE-GRASS. 


| Tue greatly increased and increasing favour with which Italian rye- 
| grass is regarded in this country was, by some facts, detailed by Mr 
S. C. Morton, in a lecture recently delivered by him at the London 
Farmers’ Club. Messrs Lawson, of Edinburgh, first introduced this 
rass to the British agriculturist, and the increased sales at the re- 
Senet prices of those gentlemen are very striking. The first impor

It is the Italian rye-grass which produces large crops for soiling 

under liquid manure in Ayrshire, so often referred to. The following 
is Mr Kennedy’s system of culture on his farm at Myrehill:— 


He ploughs up an oat stubble in autumn, puts the grubber and the harrow 
through it, and gets it clean; then he rolls us hard ae he can, tows 4 bushels 
of seed broadcist—that iz, 70 or 80 Ibs per Scotch acre—and brushes it in. 
| That is the whole affair. It comes up, gets a fiooaing with the liquid (about 
| 6,000 gallon-) as soon as well above ground ; is cut, if sowo early enou.h, the 

first time late in April, and yields three or four cutting», aud after each cutting 
| gets soaked with the liquid manure. Jt yields again three cuttings, or perhaps 
| four next year, and is then ploughed ap and goes into the regular rotation of 
| the farm. The five years’ course prevails there—1, wheat; 2, turnips; 3, oate; 

4, seeds, mows ; and 5, seeds, depastu:ed; and the Italian rye-grass occupies 
perfectly and without disturbance the p!ace of the two years’ seeds over forty- 


two acres of the land; and that generally is the plan followed on the other 
farme. 


Mr Morton’s account of the produce of Mr Kennedy’s farm is in- 
teresting :— 

I have yet tosay few words of Mr Kennedy’s farm, where Italian ryegrass goes 
tothe manufacture of meat. It is, as I have s.id, 750 Scotch acree, or 900 impe- 
rial acres in extent; 180 acres are in wheat, 180 acres in turnips, swedee, and 
mangold wu:zel, 180 acres in oate, 180 acres in one-year-old seed+, 180 in two- 
year-old seeds, Ofthese 180 acres kept two years in grass, 42 are Italian rye- 
| grass; 420 of the 900 acres are under the system of irrigation by underground 
| pipes for the distribution of the contents of the tanks. The green food of this

; Steamed straw, keeps a herd of 253 large cattle fatting to 7 cwts and upwards 
(a very even lot of cattle, under capital arrangements as to feeding and accom- 
modation, I saw there the other day); 450 sheep (improved Cheviot: ), fatting to 
16 or 18 lbsa quarter, and selling for 424 to 478 a piece; and from 150 to 
| 200 pigs, and 25 large Ciydeedale cart horses. These are besides the sheep in the 
fields. Three such lots uf sheep are passed through the hands in the year ; the 
cattle may be kept longer—more nearly five months than four on an average ; 
but that stock, excluding the sheep in the fields, is the average quantity con- 
stantly on hand, and 42 acres of young Icalian rye-graas and 42 acres of two- 
year-old Italian rye-grase keep them during about five months of summer. 
The cattle get about 6s or 73 worth of rape-cake or beanu-meal per month a- 
| piece. The sheep get ahalf-a-pound of the mixed food a day, or not much 
more than 8d to 10d worth a piece per month; and besides that from April to 
October they get only Italian rye-graes. The sheep eat from 12 to 18 lbs of 
green food a day, and the cattle from 100 Ibs to acwta piece. It is the uni- 
versal testimony there that the Italian rye-grass never palls upon them. 
They get tired of clover, but not of this grase. The sheep are on 
open boards in penr, 12 feet by 6, holding 10: there are two rows in the width 
of a long L-shaped building, with a central passage. They looked healthy, 
comfortable, and prosperour. The latour of attendance on 450 sheep so kept 
1s only 168 a week, the wages of a man and woman who supply the food. The 
labour of providing the Italian rye-graee for ail the stock (cutting and carrying 
it from the field) ie done by four horses conetuntly employed in carting, and 
two men constantly mowing during the seasov, besides women raking. Mr 
Kennedy states that he will undertake to keep 70 to 80 sheep per Scoteb acre 
for five months of summer on Italian rye-grass cultivated in this manner. This 
is 60 sheep per imperial acre. They fatten to 18 lbs a quarter. Their con- 
sumption may be 16 lbs a day onthe average, besides the 4 lb of rape-cake 
and bean-meal. 960 lbs of green food daily for five monthe is 64} tons of green 
food per imperial acre ; and that, I do not in the least doubt, is not only @ pos- 
sibility as an individual fact, but i# a possibility asan average experience. 
Besides the flock of sheep—viz., 450 in the house—some seven sheep per acre 
are kept upon the clover during summer, and 3,000 sheep in all are sold off 
the farm to the butcher in the year. How great av auxiliary the Italian rye- 
@tase isto the general interests of the farm, appears in the quantity of manure 
which the great stock kept on it during summer enables to be made. Mr 
Keunedy had 7,000 cubic yards of manure, in made and measured heaps, upon 
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his farm last spring. His plan ir, as I have said, to apply gae-water with the 
liquid manure, At every dressing, and there are often two after each cutting, 
he puts 20 gallons of the concentrated water per acre into the tank from which 
the liquid manure is to be taken ; and this, with 5,000 or 6,000 gallons per 
acre, is the usual dressing.

BPIRIT OF THE TRADE CIRCULARS.

Manchester, March 6, 1855. 

Occasioned chiefly by the return of increased activity in the Liverpool 
cotton market, much more animation was observable here to-day, both in 
goods and yarns; but more particularly in reference to the latter gene- 
rally, which experienced a considerable improvement in the demand at 
not only very firm, but higher rates. But for the advance of an éd to 4d 
per Ib demanded, the aggregate amount of transactions would have been 
larger. With regard to cloth, the demand was less active ; but in this de- 
partment aiso operations were defeated, in many instances, by higher 
prices being asked, and by the prevalence of greater firmness and steadi- 
ness. Altogether a decided degree of cheerfulness pervaded the market.

Foreign Correspondence. 





From our Paris Oorrespondent. 
Paris, March 22, 1855. 

The same uncertainty still prevails about the Emperor’s depar- 
ture. It is quite evident that preparations are making as if it 
was near at hand. He reviewed on Tuesday last the 6,000 
men of the Imperial Guards who are to be sent to the Crimea, and 
they began to depart by the Lyons Railway. The Guides will leave 
Paris on Saturday next. However, many persons doubt that the 
Emperor himself will follow them, and it was reported yesterday that 
he was before all to make a trip to London, in order to recvive the 
garter which is vacant by the death of the Emperor Nicholas. As 
to Louis Napoleon himsel‘, he avoids saying a word to those who 


surround him about his projects; he probably waits the issue of the 
Conference of Vienna before taking a decided resolution. But the 
activity of the preparations for his supposed departure, and the con- 
tinual sending of troops to the Crimea, may be considered as a proof 
that he does not hc pe for a lucky te: mination of the diplomatic nego- 
tiations. The Russian plenipotentiaries have indeed announced that 
they adhered to the four points of guarantee, and it seems accord- 
ingly thet Russia will consent to the limitation of her own power 
in the Black Sea, and to the destruction of the fortress of Sebas- 
topol. But it is announced in private letters from Vienna that they 
intended 'o set up a series of claims which would nvt be admitted 
by the Allied Powers. Russie, sdmitting the liberty of navigation in 
the Black - Sea, and couverting Sebastopol! into a trading port, would 
demand the destruction of the fortresses of the Dardanelles, and the 
liberty of paviga'ion in the Mediterranean Sea, so that the Russian 
fleets might be admitted in'o that sea on the s»me conditions as the 
French and English fle ts are admitted into the Black Sea. 

There was yesterday a tad report, which might indeed prevent the 
departure of the Emperor for the Crimea, It was said that the 
plague, with all its hideous symptoms, had made its appearance in 
the allied army. It had been caused by the great number of 
corpses which were buried very negligently. The Emperor would 
then incur two gre:t risks togoto the army at such a moment. But 
he never intended to 1¢main in the Crimea. A great number of the 
troops who ere « mLarked will not be sent to Ki miesch, but to Varna, 
where they are intended to form ep army, which will be called the 
ermy of the Danube, and act in concert with the Austrian troops. 
Louis Nopolecn will take the command of this new army. 

The last advices from Kumiesch are not of a cheering nature. The 
assault bes sgain been postponed, as General Niel deemed the 
works of the besic gers pot to be in a suffic ently forward condition. 
The attack on the tower of Malak: ff by the Zouaves has cost us 
great Josses without any due comy: nsation. 

The sessior. of cur Chambers cught to be finished be‘ore the end of 
this month, but they have announced that it was impossible to 
examine ard to seport upon the Budget of 1856 within so shorta 
period, and the Chambers will continue their sittings until the 12th of 
April. 

The preperations for the Universal Exhibition will hardly be 
finished tor the official opening, which bas been fixed for the Ist of 
May. ‘Ihe products of foreign exhibitors begin to come, but our 
Parisian exhibitors are pot ready. There wre great complaints 
among (ur maputaciurers that they are sacrificed to the foreign exhi- 
bitois. Not bali of those who have made demands have been admitted, 
and the Parisisn ma»utacturers have made a subscription in order to 
erectan ndepend nt gallery near the Crystal Pelace. The products 
of thes: who are excluded j:om the official Exhibition will be sent to 
that gallery.

WAR EXPENDITURE.—TAXES OR LOANS? 
To the Editor of the Economist. 

Sir,—In the article, from a correspondent, which appeared in your 
paper of the 3rd inst., there is the following sentence :-—“ It is a de. 
lusion to suppose that we can, by any jugglery of loans, transfer the 
burden from ourselves to posterity.”” Another correspondent, “ W.,” 
who addresses you from Leeds, on the 7th inst., sees an error in this 


statement, and proceeds to refute, successfull; of course, what the |. 


former writer had not »ffirmed, viz., that the burden of a loan does 
not fall on posterity. That evidently meant, that we cannot transfer 
the burden of the war expenses from ourse'ves by throwing it on 
posterity. This is really the important point in the discussion ; for, 
if we cannot shift the burden from ourselves by having recourse to 
loans—if these Joans must be paid, in the first instance, by the gene- 
rations who contract them, and yet remain a burden on succeeding 
generations, there can be ro doubt as to the propriety Of raising the 
supplies by taxes within the year. 

Your Leeds corr: spondent assumes that the expenses of the war 
can only be provided from capital, and he affirms “ the only practical 
question’”’ to be this—* Shall that capital be taken absolutely as the 
war requires, which is by taxes; or shall we give the holders of that 
capital, for the whole or part of the amount required, a mortgage on 
the future produce of our labour, and of that of our successors, which 
is by loans.” A very unpractical question this, as it seems to me, 
and contuiviag several fallocies, which I need not stay to point out. 
It is unnecessary to follow an argument which proceeds from the false 
premises, that the funds raised for war expenses, whether by loans or 
by taxes within the year, are taken from capital. Starting trom this 
point, we shall arrive at no satisfactory conclusion of our inquiry— 
Shall the war «expenses be paid from the capital or the income of the 
country? That is thereally important question, the main point at 
issue, Taxes are drawn from the incomes of the taxpayers, which 
would have been expended, for the most part, unproductively. A loan 
is txken trom the capital which would otherwise have been pro- 
ductively employed. It is only ty keeping this distinction before us 
that we can choose rightly between the two evils, for it is a choice of 
evils only. 

If the supplies are raised within the year, a large addition must be 
made to the taxes of the year. But taxes are a comparatively small 
item in the total expenditure of the taxpayers, and bear astill smaller 
proportion to the total income of the community. In most cases the 
increased taxation would only occasion greater economy in our un- 
productive expenditure ; and, even if it should trench on that portion 
of capital which wou!d have been saved, it would only retard che ac- 
cumulation of capital without diminishing that already in existence, 
Suppose the Government raise twenty millions by taxes within the 
year ; this must be paid out of the incomes of the commuaity; the 
capital and all the productive power of the country remain undi- 


minished ; and the same amouut of commodities ig produced and | 


brought to market. But the community have twenty millions less to 


spend ; they abstain from some Juxurier, they restrict their consump- | 
tion of others; the effective demand is checked, and prices fall; the | 
foll in prices may increase the demand a little, but prices settle lower | 


than usual; and we pay the usual exp. nses of the war without any 
very severe amount of privation being suffered by any class. We 
are just as able to pay the same amount the followiag year, and the 
year following. The war is conclud d, and the war taxes are at an 
end, capital accumulates rapidly, and the country becomes prosperous 
at once. 

Now, let the Government raise twenty millions by loan. That 
twenty millions is withd:awn from the capital in what is called the 
money market, destined for productive employment. Twenty millions 
less of commedities are produced and brought to market, but the 
community have the same income to expend as before ; the same de- 
mand for the diminished supply raises price in a similar proportion ; 
and the community pay in the shape of high prices what they would 
have paid in increased taxes. The loan, however, remains a debt the 
interest of which they, and those who come after them, must pay in 
taxes. And suppose this repeated two or three years, each year must 
find us less able to meet the high prices and the increasing iuterest 
of the debt. 

But the loan system has a more grievous effect. The loan is with- 
drawn from the capital destined to productive employment, in other 
words, from the fuud which supplies the wages ot labour, and the 
immediate and inevitable eff:ct is the reduction otf wages. While 
other classes suffer from high prices no more than they would have 
suffered from the taxes to raise the supplies within the year, the 
labou: ing classes suffer at ouce from high prices and of a reduction of 
their means of expenditure. The loan, or its equivalent, is paid by 
all class: s in high prices, but mainly by the working clas*, who, in ad- 
dition to high prices, have their wages reduced. “ 

I may be to!d that a time of war is frequently one of commercial 
prosperity. It isa fallacy, The destruction of part of the national 
capital can nev) r be a cause of national prosperity. A few indivi- 
duals may prosper at the expense of the community. A time of war 
has often been pointed out as a season of high profits, but these high 
profits are mainly caused by low wages, aud are an exemption from 
the national burden, which the employers of labour enjoy, from the 
additiona! burden being thrown on the Jabour:r. This is emphati- 
cally a working man’s question, and every working man ought to 
know that a war loan is really paid within the year, that it is princi- 
pally paid by the working class, and that it remains a debt to be paid 
a second time by taxes on succeeding generations. Be our cause ever 
80 just, the immediate eff-cts of war can only be evil ; sacrifice 10 
some mode or degree to all; suffering to most; the extremity of suf- 
fering to many. We must recognise this necessity, and consider how 
ills that are inevitable may be mitigated in their effects on the D&- 
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. And we must ially beware lest, in trying to save 
ao ane Cempeeey guipetlotll we throw the burden of 
the expenditare’on the class least able to bear it, and find at last 
that the debt which we have paid once without knowing it, remains 
a debt to be paid again by our children, 4

To the Editor of the Economist. 

Srr,—In reference to the views expressed in the article on ‘* Loans 
or Taxes »” inserted in your number of 3rd March, allow me to make 
a few remarks on the objections urged in your number of 17th inst., 
under the signature “ W.” and “ Micdonald.” 8 

“ W.” thinks he sees a contradiction in two quotations he cite. 
from that article, the latter of which is, that at the end of a loant 
supplied war the labourer is “likewise burdened with an engagemen 
to pay | a certain portion of his future earnings to the ci-devant capi- 
talist.” He considers that this is an admission that we can throw the 
burden of present exertions and outlay on posterity, and asks if we 
do not now feel the burden of the last French war in the interest on 
the national debt. 

To whom, I ask, does the labourer in the above quotation pay the 
portion of his future earnings ? To the preceding generation which 
carried on the war, and which tried to mulct posterity ? No; but 
to certain individuals of the cotemporary generation. He cannot 
shower Parthian donations behind him on ancestors no longer 
living; the dividing gulf between the two is impassable against the 
stream of time. We can act for and on posterity ; it can do nothing for 
or against us. All that loans dois, not to wring from it a portion of 
ita possessions, but to make a re gul. ation of a mixed nature—legal, 
social, and political—that one portion of posterity shal! do certain 
things for certain other portions of posterity, which regulation pos- 
terity will observe or not, as it pleases. This regulation may consist 
in ordaining that the successors of certain individuals now living shall 
work acertain portion ofeach day in order to pay money, in the shape 
of interest or taxes, tothe successors of certain other individuals now 
living, or in ordering that the successors of certain individuals shall 
be entitled to wear a cocked hat and a yellow button, and that all the 
rest of posterity shall walk backwards before them ; but the extent 
of what either loans or laws compass is a regulation to the effect that 
certain relations shall be observed between different portions of pos- 
terity—not between poste rity and preceding generations. 

What is the result of the loans of the last war on the present gene- 
ration taken as a whole? Merely that certain people work and pay 
a portion of the results of their labour to certain others who show 
their title to it by certain pieces of paper, deriving their value from 
antecedent legal or parliamentary sanction. If Cobbett’s sponge 
were applied to the national debt, certain people would be worse off, 
others better; that is, the relations between the individuals of the 
present generation would be changed; but how else should we of the 
present day be injured? Nothing that constitutes material capital 
would be destroyed. If no antecedent regulations can filch from us 
the results of our labour, nor even compel us to any given distribu- 
tion of our labour among ourselves, is it pot clear that what each 
generation does it does out of its own stores, and not out of the stores 
of posterity ? It may decide not to leave any accumulation of capital 
to posterity, but the present generation, taken as a whole, cannot re- 
ceive anything from posterity taken as a whole. The force of this 
argumentis seen by your correspondent, “ Macdonald,” wh: n he sys 
that the interest in the national debt is national income as well as 
national expenditure; although, perhaps, it would be more logically 
correct to say that it is neither one nor the other, but merely av ab- 
stractsign of the fact that one portion of the community has agreed 
to work for another portion. 

Your correspondent, “Macdonald,” objects to the correctness of 
the analogy between an individual and a nation in the matter of 
borrowing, although he seems to think there is perfect analogy be- 
tween a tamily of twenty and the nation in that respect, and he 
supports his view by alleging that the nation can borrow from 
itselt (ad exemptum, the national debt), while an individual cannot. 


| But consider his own illustration, and only for a moment let the 


father of the twenty sons assume the collective capacity of 
representative of the enrichment by one course of conduct ot 
his five lucky, and of the impoverishment by another course 
of conduct of his fifteen unlucky sons; let it be supposed 
that all his sons, each in his own way, are working for his 
account, which does not at all alter their pecuniary and indus- 
trial position. The sum total of all is stil!, that he is saving money 
in five channels, and losing it in fifteen, to the extent that the ope. 
rations in the fi‘teen quarters can no longer be carried on un'ess aid 
be obtained from the accumulations resultiog from the other five, 
The father then borrows from—whom ? his five sons? No; but 
from himself, for his sons have been working for him 3 and he lends 
the required funds to—whom ? his fifteen sons ? No; ; they are his | 
servanis virtually ; he lends to himsel’, I think it will be difficult +o | 
show that there is anything strained or forced in the carrying out ot 
this analogy. The father here is merely the representative of the 
aggregate of transactions—some borrowing, some lending~of his 
twenty sons. And does it alter the case, wh ther a person be 
the representative of twenty other specitic indentical _indivi- 
duals, or whethir he be merely the employer, in his capacity of 
merchant, agriculturist, or manufscturer, of a varying number of 
different individuals ? ? An individual docs, in fact, borrow trom him- 
self to all intents and purposes essential to this analogy, when he 
diverts a portion of his customary expenditure, or ot his savings, to 
® new channel. Supposing him to put his annual income into diffe r- 
ent boxes, one for savings, one for housekee ‘ping, one for amuse- 
ment, one for charity, and that there supervencs the question of 
hiring and arming five men to protect him from robbers—a thing 
never before wanted by him. He takes the required sum out of one 
of his drawers to the detriment of the Origipal purpose tor which it 
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it was intended, What is that but borrowing of himself, and in what 
essential is the operation different from a ute borrowing of itself ? 
The individuals composing a nation are merely each of them drawers 
in which the national treasures or capital is placed, some of them 
overflowing, some being indeed a very beggerly account of empty 
box s; and there is no difference for the purposes of this anal os 
tween. the material drawers and the living ones, except that each living 
—— —- up — zealously > the retention of ite own 
contents, and does not lend itself readily to the operation 

borrowed frottte r r — 

I cannot help thinking that the disinclination shown, not merely 
by your present correspondents, but by most reasoners, to accept the 
analogy between a nation and an individual borrowing arises in 
reality, though unsuspectedly, less from any logical incorrectness that 
can be detected, than from a latent dislike to lose a palliative, even 
though its virtues be of somewhat doubtful quality. People do not 
like to find themselves in the dilemma of Mr Macdonald's fifteen 
sone, who, having no surplus income, have to “ deny themselves in 
some inexplicable way.” They would rather call the way inexplica 
ble, and solve the difficulty by the inexplicable process (speaking na- 
tionally) of a loan, than have it explained to them that they must cur- 
tail something in their savings or in their style of living, in order 
that their other operations may go on and their workmen be con- 
tinued in employment. The course the fifteen sons take in borrowing 
is not the saving of the income of the whole family, for it would be 
equally saved by the five rich sons stepping into their shoes. The 
only real essential quality of this borrowing transaction is that the 
fifteen become pro tanto servants of the five, and the family wealth 
remains the same, but held by five instead of ‘twenty. 

In cone usion, I may observe that I quite agree that tax-raised 
capital is not so easily got as loan-raised, on account of the impression 
prevailing as to the proportionate burd-nsomeness of the two. But | 
on that very account is it not preferable that we should rely on 
t:xes, which do not deceive us as to what we are doing, if it can be 
shown, as I think it can, that the only diff-rence between the two is, 
that one leaves a legacy of regulation as to what relations shall exist 
among our pusterity, while the other does not trouble itself with any 
such dictation.

To the Editor of the Economist. 
Sir,—In the tables of imports during the years 1853 and 1854, lately 
published, the quantities of tobacco imported and entered for home 
consumption are—

What is the public advantage of keeping up this protective duty of 
63 per !bin favour of the tobacco rollers and snuff-makers of Eng- 
land ? The very small quantity of cigars and snuff imported and con- 
sumed, and the very sma!! addition thereby made to the public reve- 
nue, du not seem to countervail the large additional cost te the con- 
surner caused by it. 

Tue actual quantities of cigars sold as foreign-made, at from 20s to 
40s per lh, cre probably ten or twenty-fold greater than the whole of 
the quant: ties exhibited as imported and taken for home consump- 
tion. The protective duty materia!ly encourages this fraud on the 
consumers, 

Advocates of free trade have maintained that one effect of a pro- 
tective duty is to augment the price of all articles on which it is 
laid to the whole extent of the duty; the pric of the home-made 
article heing equally «ff cted as the foreign, Upon cigars, therefore, 
the British pubii ic are made to pay on th average 6s per lb more than 
the price otherwise would be. The smoker, the “nN, who contents him- 
self with what is declarediy a British-made cigar ‘does not escape the 
benefit of the act which makes him pay for the protection of the 
tobacco roller. 

Assuming nine millions of pounds, out of more than thirteen mil- 
lions entered for home consumption in 1854 of the unstemmed or 
leaf tobaeco, as made into cigars (professed y Br ritish), the extra cost 
to the consumers of Great Britain would be about 2} millions of 
pounds sterling. 

Tre quantity of foreign-manufactured tobacco which paid duty io 
1854 would, at the very mod rate «llowanc» of thre» cigars a day, 
turnish foreiga smoke to only about 18,000 persons. But there must 
be at least ten times this number whose professed delicacy of taste 
never permits them to smoke any but the most genuine forcign-made 

rigar. Probably, therefore, the greater part of the remaining 
four miltioa pounds of in ported leaf tobacco tak: s the name and price 
of foreign-made cigars, 

What modification should be allowed for by the operations of the 
m uggler it is impossible to say, 

The protective duty seems to encourage fraud, foster smuggling, 
rob the public, and add but very little to the revenue—Your 
obedient servant, B.

the remembrance that ehe wae a great Power, and that she would throw in her 
lot with the rest of civilised Europe. At present Prussia was in an isolated 
and false position, and therefore powerlese. From this position it was the wish 
of England, France, and Austria that she should bedelivered. No pains should 
be spared to attain this result by friendly advances, made with every regard to 
the honour and dignity of a great and independent Bower.—Their lordships 


then adjourned. 
Thursday, March 22. 

The Earl of Albemarle said he wi-hed to put a question to the noble 
earl the President of tlhe Council, of which he had given lim a very short 
notice, It was eimply to atk whether Her Majesty’s Ministers bad received any 
communication from the Governor-G: neral of Canada relative to the contri- 
bution of certain tribes of native Indians in Canuda towards the Patriotic 
Fund? Although great evils attended the war, thus much good was ob- 
| ta ned, that it crested a generous sympathy among all classes of Her Ma- 
je-'y3 -ubjects in the most rem: te parts of Her Majesty’s widely-extended 
dominions ; and of that no evidence cou'd be greater than the fund to which 
he aliude?—a fund which, under the heavy pressure of the public burdens, 
had yet risep to upwards of a million of money. 

Earl Granville said be had not been able to obtain any sufficient informa- 
tion as to the facts mentioned by his noble friend, but he would certainly en- 
deavour to ascertain the circum+tances which were so highly creditable to the 
inh«bitants of the Far Weet. 

The Earl of Derby said, he wished to put a questien to the noble lord the 
| President of the Board of Trade, of which h* had given notice, He did not 
|| intend to enter upon any discussion as to the merits of the existing law of 
| partnership, or the question of limited liability, nor upon the consideration of 
possible alterations which might be made in that law. His at:ention had 
;| been recently called to a particular case, which appeared to him of sufficient 

importance to bring under the notice of their lordship», At the present mo- 
| ment, more especialiy if hostilities continued, there was a prospect of a 
continued deficiency in the arrivals of hemp and flax in this country. Inde- 
pendently of the war, there was almost a certainty of a deficiency in materials 
| for the manofacture of paper. That was a growing evil, and the complaints 
appeared every day to be increasing. Two propositions—there might be more 
—had bern brought forward for the purpose of meeting that want. There 
was now a bill before the other house to incorporate a company for the manu- 
facture of paper from flax straw. ie knew no'hing more of that than what 
he bad eeen in the publie papers. But the undertaking to which be more 
particularly desired to call attention was of a more exten-ive character, It 
Was one not only for the manufacture of paper, but of textile fabrice, from a 
material which in many cases might be substituted for hemp—being obtained 
from the fibres of various plants products of the West India islands. If the 
Government could do anything to promote a manufacture which fuund an 
inexhaustible quanti'y of raw material to meet a demand that was unlimited 
—for hemp, for textile fabrics of various kinde, and, last of all, for paper 
cheaper than could be formed of rags—and if these articles could be produced 
in colonies that bad suff-ied such great distrese, they would do much to intro- 
duce new prosperity into these colonies from a new de<cription of industry. 
He therefore wished to ark the President of the Board of Trade whether it 
was the intention of Her M»jesty’s Government to introduce any measure for 
the amendment of the law of partnership, more especially as to the question of 
limited liability; and, if so, at what time? 

Lord Stanley of / Iderley said that a bill was already in preparation to 
amend the law of partnership, which would remove the difficulty under which 
these parties appeared to labour. As to thetime when it would be i:troduced, 
he was afraid it would be impossible to bring it in before Easter, but he hoped 
it would be brought before Parliament shortly after Easter.—Adjourned.

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Act of 1852, as to the serviee to beexpected from the men under h Act 
passed in the present session ? 

Lord Panmure begged to state that experience had showa him the bad 
effects that invariably follow a discussionas tothe rights of soldiera in thig 
house. Although he had never any doubt in the matter, he hac, nevertheless 
taken the opinion of the law officers of the Crowo, who had «assured him that 
every militiaman who was now serving under the Act of 1854, whether he had 
been enlisted under the Acts of 1852-53, or subsejuently to the passing of the 
Act of 1854, was equally compelled to be sworn ag a regular embodied mili. 
tiaman.

Sir George Grey gave the cordial consent of the Government to the intro 
duction of Sir J. Pakington’s bill on education, Without admitting all the 
inferences the right hor, gentleman drew from his statistics, he confessed there 
was agreat want of education, which was not creditable to this country, It 
must not be forgotten, however, so long as parents were not compelled to send 
their children to school, no system would totally eradicate ignorance; and he 
was sure the country was not prepared for a +ystem of compulsory education, 
He wae not very sanguioe of succes+, bat the mere discussion of the question 
must do good. 

Leave was given to introduce the bill. 

Sir Benjamin Hall moved for leave to introduce a bil) for the hetter loeal 
management of the metropolis. The area of the metropolis, for the purposes 
of thie bill, he proposed to make the R-gistrar-Generai’s district, extending 
fiom Hampstead in the north to Wand-worth iu the soutb, and from Stepney 
in the east to Chelsea in the west. He quoted a great variety of details to 
show the extraordinary manner in which the management of the metropolis 
was parcelled out into a number of petty boards, to the enormou: waste of the 
local rater. To correct thes: evils, he proposed to merge the different boards 
in one commission for each of the metropolitan districte, whether they be 
large sivgle purishes or emal!l parishes in union, being about forty in ali, 
These boards wou!d bave all the rates for lighting, paving, sewage, &c., under 
their control. Over these different commirsious there should be a cen- 
tral metropolitan board of work-, which would also have charge of the 
bridges and other works of general utility. This metropolitan board would be 
composed of representatives elected by the district boards; this board to send 
the names of three persons to the Home S.cretary, who should select one as 
chairman ofthe board. Tlie board should have powcr to levy a general im- 
provement rate, and to have power to make the great intercepting sewers 
which had been so long talked of. The chairman of this board to have a salary 
of 1,5001 a year—the other members to serve gratuituosly. The city of 
London would be dealt with under a diff-rent bill, «xcept that he might now 
sey he proposed to take the ool duties from the Corporation and to transfer 
them to the Metropolitan Board of Works, which would have power over the 
eewage of the metropolis and the purification of the Thames; and he inti- 
mated that oo a future occasion he would recommend the appointment ofa 
commission to inquire into the operations of the different water companies. 
He concluded by moving fur leavet» bring in the bill. 

Leave was given to bring in the bill.— Adjourned. 


Monday, March 19. 

The house having resolved itself into committee upon Newspaper Stamper, &., 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer, previous to moving certain resolutions, 
made an explanatory statement of the views of the Government upon this sub. 
ject. He referred to the appvintment of the select committee of 1851, which, 
after investigating the question of the newspaper stamp, reported that it was 
not a desirable sutject of taxation; and to the resolution of the house last 
session, on the motion of Mr M. Gideon, that the law wos ill-defined, and that 
the eut ject demanded the earliest consideration of the house. He then adverted | 
to the plan of the lite Chancellor of the Exchequer, ob-erving that the reasons 
which had influenced Lord Aberdeen’- Governmeot were part!y the resolutions 
of the House of Commons and partly tle anomalous estate of the law which had 
grown up under the Board of Inland Revenue, and the cireulation of class 
newepapers, part stamped and part not stamped. After a time a portion of 
these newspapers introduced newr, and, no doubt, according to the strict inter- 
pretation of the law, they were su' ject to a penalty when uostamped. But if 
the law had been enforced strictly there must have been Dum+rous prosecutions, 
and Parliament must have been asked to make the law moresevere. The late 
Chancellor of the Exchequer had decided not to attempt to render the law 
more stringent, but to relax the law, and to make it uniform, The plan he 
(Sir G. Lewir) was about tosnbmit was substantially and in principle the same. 
He then stated the outline of the plan which he proposed to embody io hie bill, 
the general ¢ffect of which was to legalise the rule with respect to class publica- 
tion, which would be permitted to retain the indulgence they now enjoyed by 
practice—namely, to stamp or not stamp parts of their publications, and to 
extend the same rule to all the rest of the newspaper presse, which would be 
allowed to stamp that portion of their issue which they wished to send by 
post. Her plied to anticipated objections, He did not share, he said, in the 
apprehensions which some entertained as to the effect of this alteration upon 4 
cheap un-tampred press, Such a press ¢xisted at present; unstamped newée- 
papers, with an immense circulation, were perfectly innocuous and unexcep- 
tionable, while certain stamped papers of a licentious character had become 
extinct, Another objection wis that there would be one press for the rich and 
another for the poor ; but, to acertain extent, this state of things now existed, 
and he asked Whether there were any rea-ons to regret it. ‘Phat the alteration 
Would ental a loss of revenue he admitted, and that it would be necessary for 
the house to provide the means of repairing it. The amouut of loss would be 
about 200,000/ a year. 

After a hort di-cussion, the resolutions were agreed to. 

Oa the order for going into Committee of Supply, 

Sir H. Willoughby called attention to the state and amount of the ua- 
funded debt, his impression being, he said, that that debt stuod at a bigher 
figure than the house had any rea-on to expect. It appeared to him that @ 
sum of 1,750,0002 had been added to this debt without sufficient notice to the 
i Use. 

Mr J. L. Ricardo took the same view of the eubject. 

Mr J. Wilson, in reply, entered upon a very detasied exposition of the fiaan- 
cial transactions of the last two years, showing, in the course of it, that the 
unfund: d debt at the beginning of 1853 consisted of floating Exchequer bills 
to the amount of 17,742,000/, avd at the beginning of the preseut yeac only;to 
17,183,000, being a reduction of 559,000; that the funded debt when Lord 
Aberdeen came into office was 761,622,002, and on the 5th of Januiry last 
751,839,000/—a reduction of 9,753,000!; that the amount of Exchequer- 
bunds on the Sth of January, 1855, was 1,043,000/, and, deducting thie sum 
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1855.) 
from 9,783,0001, there was still a reduction of the funded debt to the extent 
gregate debt, funded and unfunded, was less by 9.299.000 now than at the 
commencement of 1853. He stated that while all the expenses of the war had 
been paid, every demand upon the Government having been met from day to 
day, texes voted last year for war expenses, uncollected, and which would be- 
come due in April, amounted to 5,020,000/, and that at the end of the year, 
if the estimates had not been exceeded, all the expenses of the war wou!'d 
have been defrayed from the income, leaving a credit of 1,000,000/ in the Ex- 
chequer. He acknowledged that the 1,750,000/ Exchequer billa had been re- 
newed, and he explained the nature of the transaction, as well as the connec- 
tion of the Government with savings banks moneys. 

Mr Gladstone added a further explanation respecting the renewal of the 

1,750,0002 Exchequer bille, stating that, although on the 6th of March, 1854, 
he had eaid that heshould not want the 1,750,000/ and the additional income tax, 
on the 8th of May he had informed the house that he should require both, In re- 
ply to Mr Ricardo, who hed insisted that the attempt to provide for the ex- 
penses of the war out of the texes of the year had proved an utter failure, 
Mr Gladstone stated | the amount of provision made from permanent and other 
sources for the service of the last year and the calculated amount of the ex- 
penditure, and confirmed the statement of Mr Wilsoa that had the expenses 
of the war been confined within the expected limits, there would have been 
an actual eurplus of 1,000,0007. The excess of the expenditure was not more 
than 2,000,0002, which could not justify the assertion that the attempt to 
equate the expenditure with the revenue hed utterly failed. 

After a few remarke from hon. members, the subject dropped. 

Mr Stafford called attention to the medical arrangement for the sick and

HEALTH OF LONDON DURING THE WEEK.—The effect of a severe winter is 
seen in the weekly returns for some time after a milder temperature has been 
restored. The mortality of London is still high ; the deaths which had fallen 
from 1,560 to 1,377 in the previous week, again rose last week to 1,425. The 
mean weekly temperatare was 40.8 deg. in the beginning of Marcb, higher by 
14 deg. than it had been in the latter half of February, It fell to 86 deg., and 
in the week that has now paseed it was 38.6 deg. Last week the births of 906 
boys and 873 girls, in all 1,779 children, were registered in London. In the 
ten corresponding weeks of the yeara,1845.54 the average number was 1,537 
At the Royal Onservatory, Greenwich, the mean reading of the barometer in 
tha week was 29.339 in.; the highest was 29.70 in. The mean temperature 
of the week was 38.5 deg., which is lower than the average by 2.8 deg. Sunday 
(the 11th) was cold; the highest temperature was 36.3 deg.; and the mean 31.2 
deg., or 9.5 deg. below the average. Snow erd eleet fellon that day. The 
following days were warmer, and towards the end of the week the mean tem- 
perature rose above the aversge. The wind blew chirfly from the south- 
east and south. The highest temperature of the week was 53°3 deg. on Friday; 
the lowest 24°5 deg. on Sunday. The mean dew-point temperature was 33°7 
deg., and the difference between this and the mean air temperature wae 4°8 
deg. Ruin fell to the amonnt of 0°70 ip., about half of which fell on Monday. 

THE Customs OFFICE.—THE SUPERANNUATION FuND.—A great effort is now 
makiug by the Custom-house officials to obtaia some modification of the present 
arrangement respecting the superannuation fund. At present the inferior 
officials appointed since 1829 bave 2% per cent., and the superior officials five 
per cent., deducted from their salaries as subscriptions toward< the fund. Those 
officials appointed previous to 1829 do not subscribe towards the fuod, and yet 
partake of its advantager. In 1829 the superannuation fund amounted to three 
m'llions aterling, and at the present time it has swelled to an enormous amount. 
The Custom-house officers contend that their payment is nut optional on the 
part of those who do not care about participating in the faud, and that the 
euperanouation allowance is not a more liberal one.

WEST INDIES. 

Latest advices from Grenada state that the weather had much im- 
p-oved, and increased animation presented itself upon such estates as 
were in a condition to proceed with the sugar crop. At Barbadoes the 
crops were looking well, and large returns were expected in consequence 
of the very favourable state of the weather. Reaping would still be late. 
On'y a few hogsheads of sugar had been expo: ted since the 27th January. 
Tonnage was plentiful, and the island healthy. From Trinidad the news 
is not very cheering. Sugars were arriving but slowly from the country, 
and manufacturing operations-were much impeded. At British Guiana the 
weather was very changeable, and symptoms of earthquake were cbserv- 
abe. Business transactions at Kingston had been limited. The demand 
for breadstuffs wos very small, owing mainly to the immense supply of 
ground provisions, though the high prices had a tendency to check con- 
sumption. Cornmeal was very dull of sale, the supply being in excess of 
the demand. In corn there was nothing to repo:t. Country corn was 
very plentiful. The rice market was heavily supplied, and large quantities 
continued to arrive. Exchange on London was quoted—for bills at 90 
days, 1 per cent. premium; 60 days, 14 ditto; merchants’ bills, $ per 
cent. discount ; commissariat bilis, 30 days, par. Bills on New York at 
60 days were quoted at 2 to 2} per cent. 





INDIA AND CHINA. 

Commercial advices from India state that trade almost generally was 
heavy, and that prices were drooping. 

Bomsay, Feb. 15.~We have litt'e change to report in the money 

Money continues in good demand, and, although 
eby no means abundant, can still be had on easier terms than formerly. 
Gevernment securities continue dull of sale, as well as other stocks, and 
generally remain at former quotations, ‘Ihe Mercantile Bank have de- 
clared a dividend at the rate of 6 per cent. per annum for the past half- 
year. We are sorry to report a further decline on almost every descrip- 
tion of British manufacture, as noticed by the sales reporied during the 
past fortnight ; each su: ceeding sale of shirtings shows a decline of 4 to 
1 anna per piece, or in all nearly 2 to 3 annas during the fortnight. 
Holders sti!l show much anxiety to sell, and buyers take advantage of low 
rates. 

Ca.cutta, Feb. 8.—Our export market has been dull and quiet during 
the present week, and, with the exception of seeds, rice, and jute, all 
other articles remain without inquiry. Since the receipt of their letters by 
the mail, shippers have shown less disposition to enter into fresh trans- 
actions, and the consequence has been a fall of a few shillings per ton in 
the rates of freight to England, linseed and rice having been engaged the 
last two days at lower figures than those quoted last. We are still 
without any improvement in our import market, which is in the same 
position as last week. The tightness of the money maricet, and one or 
two failur.s amongst the native dealers, have, in a manner, put a stop to 
Operations, and the quantity of purchases made during the past week has, 

herefore, been ona very limited scale. Importers, however, having dis- 
played less anxiety to realise, the prices for all descriptions of cotton piece 
goods have maintained their previous value. Our money market has not 
shown further increased tightness, nor have the directors of the Bank of 
Bengal thought proper to raise further their rates of interest. Govern- 
ment securities have therefore partially improved in value. Company’s 
Four per Cents., which were sold at a discount of 6rs to 6 8 per cent, 
have since changed hands at 5rs.

Very little 
business had been done at Shanghai duting the week. At Can. 
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ton there is little of change or interest to notice. The passive state of 
the rebe!s has temporarily restored confidence to the inhabitants, and this, 
coupled with some slight success in the neighbourhood of Fatshan, has 
made the authorities more active. The river and its approaches are stil] 
strictly guarded by the insurgents, and it is only by aid of forej 
steamers that native vessels can carry on any comiaunication with the 
city. Foo-chow advices are to the 16th inst. Tea settlements continue 
on a large scale. The ground question was still creating much trouble, 
and there was great unwillingness on the part of the Chinese authorities to 
arrange it.

AUSTRALIA. 

The mercantile advices from the principal Australian colonies are of an 
unsatisfactory charac'er, more particularly as regards Melbourne. Trade 
there was in a very sad state. Credit had sustained a severe shock and 
a crisis was approaching. 

From the Ist January to the 18th November, the number of failures 
had been 166, of an aggregate liability of 786,338! 17s. 10d, and the 
assets small. The esta‘es wou'd turn out very badly for the creditors, 
The arrivals during the quarter ending the 10th October, 1854, amounted 
to 3,848,000/, and during the four weeks ended the 23rd Deeember, 
857,064, thus showing that a continuous pressure Was experienced in the 
market. The value of all merchandise had been severely depreciated, and 
continual forced sales by public auction were causing heavy losses to 
everybody. Dry goods were unsaleable at any price. A return of the 
produce of the gold-fields gives 3,538,422 oz to 1852, 3,193,059 oz to 
1853, and 3,022,596 oz to 1854; making a total since August, 1851, of 
9 754,077 oz, value here about 38,016,308/. With regard to the public 
finances, it appears that the revenue of the colony in 1853 was 2,479,461, 
and the expenditure 3,564,858/, being a deficiency of 1,085,396!. For 
1854 the estimated revenue was 3,015,683/, and the estimated expendi- 
ture 4,801,292/, being a further deficit of 1,785,609. From Sydoey the 
advices state that, notwithstanding distu: bing causes, the colony of New 
South Wales continues to prosper. A large over-importation of British 
and foreign merchandise was, however, still going on, without—the 
Sydney Morning Herald says—any apparent sign of abatement. The im- 
ports in 1853 amounted to 6,342,000/, and in 1854, eo far as they could 
be ascertained, to about 7,134,000/. In 1852 the imports were only 
1,900,436/. The present population of the colony is given at 250,000, 
The exports for the years 1853 and 1854 having been 8,131,000! and the 
imports 13.476,000/, an excess of arrivals to the extent of 5,345 000/ is 
shown, being at the rate of 60/ exports to every 100! of imports, and con- 
sequently 40! per cent. of the whole against the colony. ‘These figures 
furnish abundant evidence of the glutted state of the markets. With re. 
gard to the export trade, the accounts given are highly satisfactory. The 
banks had lowered the exchange to 2 percent. premium. The Select 
Committee on Emigration h»d recommended a further sum of 100,000! to 
be sent to England, and in the Legislative Council a bill had passed its 
second reading to take the contre) of railways out of private hands, in 
order that they might be carried out by the Government, compensation at 
any rate below 7 per cent. premium being authorised to be given to the 
subscribers to the Sydney Railway Company. The Governor, Sir C. 
Fitzroy, had announcedjhis recall, and had delivered his farewell address, 
The drought experienced throtighout the colony had been greater thaa at 
any period for 15 years. 

The accounts from Adelaide, South Australia, reach to the 2nd of 
January. The successful resumption of mining operations was indicated 
by increased shipments of copper ore. Burra Burra shares were quoted 
156! 10s, and the rates for money ranged from 10 to 20 per cent., accord-

The diggers complained loudly avd 
unceasingly of there harsh and un-English measurer. “ First you tax our 
labour,” said they, “and then yon collect your tax at the point of the bayonet.” 
The dielike to the system was universal; disputes were frequent, and collisions 
between the police and diggers sometimes occurred. 

Another of the diggers’ grievances was the extreme insecuiity of life and 
property on the mines. While the police force were snugly housed at head- 
quarters, in a peaceable and orderly neighbourhood, the populous but remote 
gullies were the nightly scenes of deeds of robbery and violence. Every even- 
ing men were knocked down und brutally treated, or ‘‘stuck up” and robbed. 
Every night horses were stolen, tents broken into, and “ holes” plaudered of 
gold by the “ night fossickerr,”— miscreants who watched for the richest holes 
during the day, marked them, and plundered them at night. In October, 
1852, at a place called Moonlight Fiat (vear Forest Creek), these deeperadoes 
had become sonumerous and shameless, and their outrages eo frequent, that 
the miners rose en masse against them, A public meeting was convened; blue- 
ehirted diggers made stirring appeals to their auditory; a deputation was ap- 
pointed to proceed instantly to Melbourne, to remonstrate with the Govern- 
ment, and to implore it to sdopt energetic measures for extirpating the 
“ hordes of ruffians” that infested their neighbourhood, and the persons of 
mary of whom were well known there. ; 

While they had to pay, therefore, a tax of 30s a month for the pri- 
vilege of labouring, they were not protected by the Government that 
thus appropriated their mcney. Mr Wathen’s book is « very good 
and pleasant account of the colony, and ought to be read by those who 
take an interest in it. 





Letters on THE PuiLosorny oF THe Human Minp. By SAMUEL 
Bairey. First Series. Longmans. 
Mr Baitey's present work—and all his works are acceptable for their 
philosophical spirit, and for the careful and elegant precision ot their 
language—is essentially a classification of the phenomena of conscious- 
ness, and an examination of some accredited theories of perception. 
Touching the first, we know of on!y two principles of classification: 
causation, or the succession of objects in time and space, and their 
inherent similarities or differences—-those whict resemble being classed 
as one, and those which differ being classed apart. No good classifi- 
cation of natural objects is to any extent arbitrary, and Mr Bailey errs 
at the threshold in supposing that be could make an arbitary classifi- 
cation of the phenomena of consciousness, and not leave his work open 
to very forcible objec icns. Uitherto the classification has been no- 
minaliy made on the principle of causation. Thus, sensations are feel- 
ings resulting from some obvious change, like a wound in some part of 
the body; perceptions are states of consciousness caused by externa! 
objects; recollections are states of consciousness accompanied by a 
knowledge that we have had them betore, and are said to be caused 
by memory. It happened ofthe phenomena of consciousness as of 
many of the phenomena of external existence—such as the pheno- 
mena of electricity, magnetism, &c.—that men remarked certain 
Similarities in the them, and attributed them all, from their simila- 
rity, to some one active power or cause, which, in the case of exter- 
nal objects, we call electricity or magneti+m, and in objects of conscious- 
ness we call memory, imagination, reason, &c. It is, therefore, quite 
true, as Mr Bailey says, the menial powers and capacities of man 
are to be considered as only classified operations, or states of conscious- 
ness—that is, the states.ot consciousness were classified from certain re- 
semblances or differences, and the objects so classified were referred to 
supposed powers of the mind. For bodily sensations and perceptions 
there were obvious causes; and for recollections and imagined notions it 
was inferred there must be also causes; aud these were called the powers 
or faculties of memcry and imagination. More extended knowledge—the 
researches of the physiologist, for example, which seem to have estab- 
lished the fact “that no mental state,’’as Mr Bailey says, *‘ there is 
| reason to conclude, arises without having bern preceded by a physical 
| change in the body’—the researches of the mental philosophers, who 
have shown that some one state of consciousness, a sensation or per- 
ception, is the usual and only known cause ot recollections, and who 
have thrown doubis on the existence of external objects,—has im- 
pressed on philosophers the necessity and the duty of giving up the 
classification of the phenomena of consciousness on the principle of 
causation, and adopting that of the similarities or differences in the 
phenomena tremseives. Mr Bailey has followed neither of these prin- 
ciples; he has avowedly chosen an arbitrary method, to which he has 
given, aiter the manner of “naturalists,” a scientific form, He has 
orders, genuses, and specics; but his classification seems wholly desti- 
tute of principle. Thus the orders are “sensitive affections” and *‘ in- 
telleciual operations,” and in both the two principles of causation and 
resemblance are acted on without discrimination. Thus a “ bodily 
sensation” does not “comprise the perceivng of anything external 
to the body,” and is so called, on the principle of causatio., from 
the body us the cause of the sensation; and a “ mental emotion,’ 
| which belongs to the same order, is an emotion without any 
| consciousness of any affection of the bodily crgans, and is not 
' assigned to any cause. Again, the second order, “ intellectual opera- 
| tions,’’ implies causation in the intellect; and the first genus, com- 
| posed of two species, discerning through the senses, and disceruing in 
| other cases, or otherwise than through the senses, may be referred to 
_ the same principle; but :he second genus of this order, composed of 
| three species, is wholly jormed on the principle of comparison. ‘The 
whole three are conceptions:—Ist, without individual recognition 
| (commonly called reasun, understanding, judgment); 2ud, with indi- 
| vidual recognition (memory) ; 3rd, in @ different order or combina- 
| tion from apy in which the originals were discerned (imagination) 
| There being uo priacipie in Mr Bailey’s classification, and always re 
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membering that “memory” and “imagination” are merely general 
terms, not powers or faculties for conceptions, classed together in the 
former case from being invariably accompanied by a conviction 
that we have before had a similar or the same state of consciousness 
which is absent from the latter, we see no advantage to be obtained 
by an arbitrary and new classification. It adds nothing to our know- 
ledge, and only disturbs received modes of expression. Mr Baile 
would have done good service to mental science had he confined his 
remarks to an explanation of the true principle,—that of resemblance 
or difference, on which the classification of the mental phenomena 
has at all times been really made, and of the real meaniog of the 
general terms standing for these classified phenomena, which have been 
erroneously supposed to mean powers of the mind. = 

Mr Bailey admits, or rather proceeds on the principle, “that all 
f-elings are mental, i.¢., modes of consciousness ;” and he ought, there- 
fore, to have had but one order. Rejecting the principle of causa- 
tion as wholly inadequate for classification, all our feelings may be | 
classed into bodily sensations, feelings accompanied by a perception of our 
bodies or especial parts of them; perceptions, feelings accompanied by 
a conviction of some cause for our teelings wholly different from or 
independent of ovr bodies; memory, the repetition of such bodily 
sensations or perceptions, accompanied by the conviction that we 
have had them before ; imagination, such feelings or perceptions, in 
part, or wholly, or in new combinations, unaccompanied by such a con.. 
viction; understanding, @ feeling different from and yet the result of’ 
any or several combinatlous of all the preceding—a compound or 
general feeling which guides actions; and soon through the whole, 
classing all our feelings in one order as mental, and in several species, 
according as they resemble or differ from one another. In this way 
and on this principle, the whole phenomena of consciousness may be 
as certainly and as clearly classified as any or all the objects of the 
material world, without at all disturbing the ordinary nomenclature, 
But when we proceed beyond mere classification, and inquire into the 
causes of our sensations, perceptions, recollections, imaginations, &e., 
&c., we enter a much more elaborate field of investigation, in which 
we are required to proceed with much caution and care. 

Inte this field Mr Bailey enters in the other part of his work, when | 
he discusses some accredited theories of perception. In this he is. , 
rather a verbal than a comprehensive critic, and rather adojts the: | 
modern meaning of some words than assigas to them the meaning | 
in which their authors used them. Thus, in quoting the first sentence of |

Berkeley's treatise—* It is evident to any one who takes a survey of 
the objects of human kuowledge, that they are either ideas actually 
imprinted on the senses, or else such as are perceived by attending to 
the passions and operations of the mind, or, lastly, ideas formed by 
the help of mewory and imagination, either compounding, dividing, | 
or barely representing those originally perceived in the aforesaid | 
ways;”’ instead of adopting this as a description, according to the | 
language then in use, ot the whole sum of the knowledge of man and || 
all its sources—-which Berkeley meant it to stand tor—he runs off | 
into a verbal criticism about “imprinted on the senses.” In our judg- 
ment, this is rather sophistical than candid. In the phrase referred to, | 
Berkeley on'y expressed the fact already quoted, that “ all our feelings — 
ure mental, ie, modes of consciousuess;”’ and the great philosophical | 
questicns, how our mental teelings—the mental feelings ot beings coati- | 
nually perishing—bring us acquainted with an external world which | 
existed before all the generations of men, and which existing accord- 
ing to the testimony of all generations with them all, will exist after | 
man, and isin relation to him eternal, and what great ultimate truths. | 
concerning this external world these mental teelings teach,—are not | 
rendered a bit clearer than they were left by Berkeley by Mr 
Bailey’s criticism, and by his own theory of perception. “For the 
great purposes contemplated the book seems to us a failure. Mr Bailey 
might have spared himself the trouble of which he complains of marshal-. 
ing his factsinto order. At the commencement of his work, he speaks. 
with a little querulousness of the inducements to undertake the work, and | 
referring to his rewards and its probable popularity, which he esti- 
mates at hardly a “score of readers,” insinuates a reproach to the taste 
ofthe age. After whut we have said, the reader will not be surprised 
atthis. Surely there is something more to be obtained from studying | 
the human mind, the laws of sensation and thought, than a mere doubt- 
ful and ill-formed classification, and a mere criticism on what others 
have written. Society as well as Government at present hus got into 
difficulties. The poetsof the day comprehend well their mission, and | 
kndle the national ardour, exciting it to exertion against Russia, and 
to a great desire to reform the Government; but philosophers hike Mr 
Bailey have no word to say of these great transactions, Could they not 
enlighten us as to the delu:ions of the people, if they are deluded, and 
as to the excellence of the principles of Government, if they be ex- 
cellent. ‘Che world is waiting, hungry and thirsty, for the words of 
wisdom and philosophy to guide It Ut of the present chaos, and Mr 
Bailey gives it a new and not-Needed classification, and a heap of 
criticism that is little better than Verbal, How can he expect that his 
book should find readers?

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COMMERCIAL EPITOME. 
FRIDAY EVE¥SING. 

The corn market. which was firm last Friday, and on Monday was 
2s higher for good English wheat, was du!l to-day at Monday’s prices. 
The arrivals, however, have been short in the weck—only 3,020 qrs 
of English wheat and 2,460 of foreign, with 400 sacks of foreign flour. 
The arrivals, too, in the month ending March 5, 1855, of foreign wheat 
were only 73,221 q-s against 283,361 q's in the corresponding month 
Sof 1854, and of toreign flour 104,974 cwis in the month of 1855 
against 393,390 cwts in the corresponding month of 1854. The 
supplies from our own growth must be much ia excess of last year to 
make up for the dt ficiency of imports. 


The barley market is firm; oats are dull; flour extremely flat. 

There have been but three arrivals off the coast since the 15th inst., 
all with cargoes o! Indian corn, viz., one cargo from Philadelphia, one 
from Baltimore, and one from Mazagan. O* the above the tollowing 
is on sale:—Azoff, from Phil .de!phia, 2,100 qrs yellow maize, Of 
floating cargoes the following have changed owners since the Lith :— 
A cargo of Saide wheat at the close of last week at 46361. Since 
then one cargo at 46s 6d; to-day one at 46:; and a cargo of Egyptian 
beans at 33s, all on passage.

From the neighbouring Continent we receive lamentations over 
the lopg cuntinuance of the cold weather, which yet impedes the 
inland naviyation and is a hindrance to business, Complaints, too, 
are made of the uncertainty of political events, as checking the ac- 
tivity of’ trade. In general, however, from Stettin to Antwerp, the 
corn markets are becoming firmer, influenced to some extent by our 
demand. From Rotterdam, of the 19th, we Jearn that the supply of 
wheat was rather large, the demand for home cousumption slack, «nd 
that purchasers for the English markets were able to complete their 
orders, From New York, of the 6:b, Mr Frederick Grote writes—

THE ECONOMISTI. 





The quieter feeling which prevailed in our market at the close of last 
week was not of long duration, A sudden impulse was given to some 
brenches of business by the effect which the American advices, received 
on Monday !a*t, had upon the Liverpool cotton market. On that day 
20,000 bales of this article were sold at improved prices, and the notion 
that cotton, to say the least of it, will not be cheaper for the present, got 
hold of many people’s minds. Still this might have remained without any 
material action upon our Tuesday's market, if it had not been for the 
really good and bona fide demand for the continental markets, to which 
we have previously allud-d, and the fact that many sorts and numbers of 
yarn, which are largely spun abroad, are or were at such depressed quo 
tations that they would, temporarily, compete again with foreign pro- 
ductions in their own markets. Thus, a strong feeling and rather higher 
prices in the export yarn market was the result of the movement in 
Liverpool, whic will probably be followed by a period of great duiness 
ere long, as the shipments (a1 at the lowest possible prices) are now 
enormous, and likely to supply the wants of our customers for some time 
to come. But a good business in yarns has also been done for more 
distant markets, and, no doubt, on speculation, for exactly those de- 
scriptions which were most depressed, such as 16’s and 24’s water twist, 
have experienced the greatest rebound, and are jd to jd per lb dearer 
than at the most depressed pe iod in February. 

The Greeks seem to be doing rather less than of late, though a good 
many of their contracts are still running on. 

The market for cloths was without any particular feature this week. 
Manufacturers attempted to obtain a turn in their favour, but met with 
little encouragement, and things remain dull as heretofore The home 
trade continues especially depressed, for, though farmers and proprietors 
may derive large benefits from the present high prices of grain, it is evi- 
dent that the mass of the pcople suffer from the same cause. A good 
deal of this is set down here to the account of the war. 

To day the tone was generally a more subdued one than on Tuesday. 
People seemed not to have got quite over the “fast” day. 





BraprorD, March 22.—Wool—The supply of good bright-haired 
shafting fleeces and sorts, in both hogs and wethers, is very poor indeed, | 
and the want of choice almos: am vunts to an advance, but as the demand 
is so very limited, the trade is still inanimate and cheerless. Noils and | 
brokes are without change. Yarns—TWhere is a little more inquiry for | 
spool yarns, and in some instances a shade more was obtained; but on | 
the whole the trade is as bai as it can be. In reeled yarns there are | 
orders ready to be given out, bu: the prices are so low that it is a less | 
loss to allow the machinery to be totally idle than employ it at the cur- | 
rent rates. Pieces—There is a steady improvement in the demand for 
goods, which fora long time have been sold at prices that have brought 
many to ruin, and this c ass has neorly supplied the limited demand, thus 
compelling parties seeking cost ‘o shelter themselves by short time work- 
ing, and stopping their machinery, With the more favourable accounts 
from America, and the season being at hind when more is doing by 
home trad» houses (which have beea kept back by the long winter), 
there is every reason to hope for early and continued improvement. 

NottincHaM, March 22.—In lice business, although we cannot | 
say that any improvement has occurred in the state of the demand, 
spinners and holders of material tell us that there has this week been an | 
increased demand for these, and consequently a movement must have | 
ensued in our long stagnant manufacturing activity. ‘This is, however, 
accounted for rather from the anxiety of our manufacturers to coax the | 
market with something in the shape of novelty, which may obtain a start | 
aloug with the spring fashions. Still the real mainsprings of business 
are inactive, and our leading merchants are waiting the turn of aTairs, in |

expectation of the usual seasonable operations—to which tne weather 
has certainly not proved propitious. —Nolls Guardian. 


HuppERsFiELD, March 20.—The market to-day has been flat, though 
there has been a goodly number of buyers, whose attention has been | 
mainly confined to inquiries. The tone of improvement observable for | 
the last two weeks has been somewhat interfered with by the publication 
this morniny of acircular by Messrs Oldfield, Allan, and Co., of Hud- | 
dersfield, a firm who have been engaged pretty extensively in the 
Australian trade, who state that in consequence of the non-arrival of 
remittances from Australia, and from pressure in other quarters, they are 
obliged to suspend payment, and to conveve a meeting of their creditors 
for Saturdiy next. Their liabilities are reported at 40,000/. This failure 
has undoubtedly had a depressing influence upon the market, and the 
transactions have been by no means numerous. Several large concerns 
are, however, busily engaged with army orders, and the workpeople are | 
much better employed thau they were a few weeks since. 


Leicester, March 20.—<All branches of the hosiery trade continue 
in a very depre-sed state, excepting those engaged in the execution of 
Government contracts, ‘Ihere is great want of employment, and we fear 
this state of things is likely to continue for some time. The yarn market 
is flat, and some of the mills are working short time. The market for 
English wools shows great firmness, especially inshort wools and the low 
and middle qualities of combing sorts. The stocks out of the farmer's 
hands are light, and the growers do not press it on the market. Good 
average lots fetch 28s. 

Leeps, March 20.—The tone of the cloth market to-day has been 
moderately cheerful and prices firm, but less business has been done than 
on Saturday last. 


Rocupae, March 19.—There has been little or no change to-day 
from that of the previous Monday, either in pieces or wool. The mer- 
chants are buying certain sorts, of which they may be in immediate 
want, and the manufacturers purchase the raw material very sparing y 
at former prices. 

Hautrax, March 17.—Our piece hall has been but slenderly attended 
to-iay, and scarcely any goods have changed hands, Wools and yarns 
are much the same as reported in our lust.
